moat vulnerable points— namely, tho 
Black sea. The question now arises, 
what will the convention doi The bound- 
aries of the Slav states are loosely traced; 
but one geographer gives it tho whole of 
European Turkey, including Unnstantino- 
pie; another gives it the whole of Thrace 
and Macedonia, stretching from tho Black 
sea to the" head of the gulf of Salonica.

It ia a thank- 
less and unpleasant task to bo compelled 
to constantly remind tlio Columldiia that 
tl^e debate i^i the , house of cummoni on 
Batitery •IC'^.v Oceuriod;; nearly one year 
aub'seqiient to,^ the /aubmiasion , of Gol. 
Hdlmes' famduB tofoh'^ W was in 1884 
that the colond ., j<i9qpi'nonded in the 
itrongest terras tho establishment of tho 
battery at Goal Harbor; yet eight months 
later' and leas than thrije immths ago Sir 
Adolph Oaron, from his place in the 
house, moved a money-Vote for. Battery 
"G" which, he distinctly stated, "vvaa to be 
located at Yictoria. In the debate that 
followed Sir Adolph told the house that 
the Dominion govurimient wftr« then in 
communication with tho Imperial goveru- 
mbnt with a view to tho establishment of 
the battery at an advantageous point to 
ca=-operate with tho naval fgrcps and" for 
the protection of Victoria' — Sir Hector 
Iiingovin adding,', "and enjiecici! I ij Timui- 
injilt-" '-i'o a v^ritor nut entirely blinded 
by. sectional bittornea^ and jealousy this 
debate would have boon conclusive, It 
would Have abttlod the matter off-hand; 
but otir contemporary trains the battery 
■ffil^j8pd._again_ andtifirea'^Ool- Holmes' 
report of.-188't point-blank across the 
gi^f, ignoring Sir Adolph Garon'a pledges 
and statenionts on thn same subject in 
1885. Ia it manly and atraightforvtard to 
quote from a recommendation which has 
been disregarded and refuse to recognize 
BB binding" tho oIKci^.l declnraciona of a 
mfnistor of 'the crown? Tho locatiim of 
Battery "0" is settled at Victoria beyond 
the shadow of a dcuibt. Tiie Columbian 
ui'ges tho necessity of fortifying Goal 
Harbor because it is (to be) tho terminus 
of the Canadian transcontinental railway. 
Tecoraa ia the terminus of tho Iforthern 
Pacific railway; hut mic a single gun is 
mdunled thnro noi- ia it proponed to mount 
one. Port Towiiaond at the entrance of 
Puget Sound ia fortilled and has a garri- 
Bop. It is the entrance then — tho outer 
•hajl/i.aoi to, speak— that retiuires to bo 
prbtected.' "'When" the "Blieir ^is 'cracked 
and the kernel lies exposed of what value 
is the nut I ' ^Yith Port Townsond or Vic- 
toria left behind a liustilo iiuot what 
wc^uld there be to prevent the sub- 
jugation of the inlying towns and country?

ITALY. 

Rous, Sept. 26.-^The pope ha3 agreed 
to mediate between Germany and Spain 
with regard to the Caroline question', sub- 
ject to certain conditions which have not 
yet been promulgated. 

Cholera reports from Palermo for thu 
past 24 hours show 170 new cases and 94 
deaths. At Parma during tho same pe- 
riod there wore seven now cases and five 
deaths. Several cases are reported from 
other points. 

GREECE. 
Atbbhs, Sept. 26.— Five thousand 
troopa of the reserve force have been 

formed into an army corps. Seventeen 
thousanil regular troopa, including all 
branches of the army, are massing on tho 
frontier bordering on Thessaly. A fooling 
of indignation prevails through Greece 
over the recent events in llounielia. Tho 
king will be unable to land before noon 
on Sunday, owing to quarantine regula- 
tions. 

INDIA. 

Calcutta, Sept. 25 —A fearful cyclone 
has visited Fulve point port, on tho bay 
of Bengal. The telegraph lines have boon 
swept away, and it is probable that many 
veisols have been wrecked on tho bay. 
The government stoamor has gone to ren- 
der any assistance that may be needed. 

London, Sept. 25. — Reports have been 
received here of the cylono at Calcutta, 
in which several ships foundered and a 
great many persons were drowned. 

ROUMELIA. 

Phillipopolis, Sept. 25.— It is stated 
that Prince Alexander has telegraphed 
the czar that he will abdicate in' favor of 
any auooesBo.r the -crar I mayi. select if he 
will allow Russian officers to remain in 
tho Bulgarian army and guarantee ' tKa^ 
Russia will preserve unity with Bulgaria 
and Roumelia. 

Prince Alexander has returned from an 
inspection of thn troops on tho frontier. 
He was received everywhere with enthu- 
siasm. Numerous hospitals and ambu- 
lances are bsing fitted up voluntarily at 
public expense. Petitions are being 
signed in all towns asking the czar's pro- 
tection . 

Paris, Sept. 25 — Changes in tho Tur- 
kish ministry are undorstuud aa having 
been made in a conciliatory movd. , 'The 
Turkish government hopes-, to, have the 
support of the groat powers in its stand 
in regard to tho revolution in U iuir.olia. 

Lo.vuoN, Sept. 25. — A cabinot council 
has been aummuned for touiorr{>iv. It is 
said tho Boumelian diOloulty will bS; the 
subjection of discussion. 

CHINA. 

New YoiiK, Sept. 25.— The Herald's 
Paris special says of the massacre of 
Christians in Annam: 'J'ho superior of 
tho college and a whole boat of (jhristiana 
b.ave been elaughtered v>«ll mell. Some 
were thrown into tho sea with their hands 
tied behind their backs. Some of the. 
missionaries tried to make a stand with 
rauakets, but were sooirs^^featod. 
Churches, schools and dwelliu^ttouses 
were everywhere burned, arid the'" OKris- 
tiana who e3C;iped had to walk for days 
without food or shelter in order to roach 
places of refuge. Gen. DeCourcy promis- 
ed to send n gunboat which caiiie to Quin- 
hoa. After tho place was burned down 
he never fired a shut owing to the absence 
of ordea. 

IRELAND. 
DuDBiN, Sept. 25 — Mary Anderson 
appeared as Juliet in "Romeo and Juliet" 
here to-night. In the stabbing sopn^.sbe 
accidentally inflicted 'a slight wound in 
her bosom. It created a sensation which 
was only allayed by Miss Anderson's ap- 
pearance before the curtain and assuring

New York, Sept. 25.— The United 
States vessels Swatara and Zintic, en- 
gaged in transporting silver from the New 
Orleans mint to the treasury in Wash- 
ington, arrived at Washington navy yard 
to-night. Tho work of transferring the 
silver from the vessels to the treasury 
will be eiitered upon to-morrow, and will 
consume the greater part of the week. 



When the coin is received by the treasury 
dopa'rtmbnt it will be counted, a labor 
which, with tho preaeut force, will oc- 
cupy about two montha. 

Capt. Montgomory, sailing master of 
tho yacht Dauntleas, which was so badly 
beaten by the English cutter Genesta in 
Brentop's race, attributes tho fact to the 
light wind which prerailed during the 
first half of tho race, and ia confident 
that his yacht can outfoot the Genesta in 
heavy weather.

Tlie "Bnlgarians Cross the Bal- 
. ^ . kans. 



LoNDOX, Sept. 24, — An uneasy feeling 
provailod on the Paris bourse to-day. 
Humors are current to thoofreot that seri- 
ona disorders have occurred in Macedo- 
nia. The Kusai^^n newspapers coLsider 
tho situation in the Balkans is becomin* 
more critical everyday, and they doubt 
the possibility of restoring the statu quo 
condition. Princo Alexander has iasued 
a circular to tho powers, in which lie an- 
nounces the union of Eastern Roumelia 
and Bulgaria. He says he has accepted 
tho popular election in no hostile spirit to 
Turkey; he recognized the Sultan's sov- 
ereignity, and holds himself responsible' 
fur tiio public security. He asks tho 
powers to intervene in order that tho union 
may be recognized as an accomplished fact; 
otherwiae the people are resolved to do 
everything that lioa in their power to up- 
hold the union . 

The Sultan presided at a council which 
was called Ol) Sunday last to settle- the 
quostion'of ■-sending troops to Roumelia. 
Pending the decfsion several battalions of 
troopa have been ordered to concentrate 
on the Rouniolian frontier. The ministry 
waa divided and has been dismissed and a 
now cabinet formed with the following 
changes: Kianul Pasha, grand vizier, in 
place of Said Pasha. 

PHirxiPOPOLia, Sept. 24.— All tho Rna- 
siaii oflicord in tho Bulgarian service have 
resigned and thoir places have been filled 
by Bulgarians. The coun'ry is diaap- 
poihtd'd tit'the^alitibn of tbe Butsjans, but 
the people are not discouraged. Two fully 
equipped battalions of volunteers have 
croeaed tho Balkans and are prbceeding 
into the interior. 

Prince Alexander, while inspecting a 
body of reserves, which were about to start 
for the frontier, made a brief address to 
the troops, concluding, aa follows:, ^My 
braves, wo have no quarrel with the Turks, 
but if they 'dispute our action we will 
fight them to the death, and be assured 
that I will always be found in the thickest 
of the battle. The prince's speech was 
received by Ihe troops with the greatest 
enthusiasm. The whole province h«a 
been^d^qlared in a state, of seige. Prince 
Alexander ''assumes .' the piost of com- 
mander-in-chief of the" entire army, and 
Major Niculefif will command the forces of 
Roumelia. 

Tho Auatriaii minister attended to-day's 
cabinet meeting. At a meeting of the 
leaders of all pRrtiea it waa resulveu to 
defend, forcibly, .'f necessary, Servia'a 
elaiuia to Northern Mocedonia. Troops 
aa nvpidly as possibly are being mobilized 
to start on tho march to tho frontier. 

Constantinople, Sept. 24. — Several 
ironclads have.^ been ordered to be in 
readiness for immediate active service. 

Count NelidofF, Russian minister, has 
assured his colleagues that Iluaaia is inno- 
cent of any participation in tho Roume- 
lian movement. The Turks, however, are 
convinced that this ia an answer to Sir 
Henry Drummond Wolfe's mission, which 
Russia interprets as a forerunner of an 
Anglo-Turkish alliance. 

'Tho excitement in Macedonia ia increaa- 
ing, and grave events are feared. The 
porto is embarrassed to obtain funds for 
the transportation of troops, Turkish 
veaaela have been forbidden to enter tl;e 
gulf of Boorgras. The Boumelians are 
tearing up railways on the frontier and 
fortifying other railways. They cut the 
telegraph linoa and endeavored to blow 
up tho bridge over .the Martaza river, but 
wore prevented byithej^timely .arrival, of a 
body of Turkish-rtfiMpij m 
had a slight Bkirmish> * * H V C; :_='', 

St. Peteksburo, Sept. 25. — The feel- 
ing in St. Petersburg regarding the Rou- 
melian question is hourly growing more' 
warlike. The sympathy of the masses is 
strongly with the Bulgarians. It is stated 
that the czar has telegraphod the minister 
of wi>^..to pr^p^re plans for a campaign' in 
the even'l pf\he opening of hoBtllities be- 
tween Bulgaria and Turkey, as he is de- 
termined to support Prince .Alexander's 
unity between. Roumelia and. Bulgaria. 
A prominent Russian gentleman was in- 
terviewed to-day, and when aaked if it 
was true that the ' czar seriously intended 
to support Bulgaria and intended going to 
war with Turkey, repliad that Ruiiia 



would declare war against Turkey tho 
moment the porte attacks Bulgaria, and 
added that tho czar ia most emphatic in 
his resolutions to support Bulgaria. 

The Novoe Vremya to-day, commenting 
on the Rouiuelian difficulty, hints that it 
is poasible Russian troopa may be called 
upon to occupy Bulgaria. 

London, Sept. 24. — The signatory pow- 
ers to the treaty of Berlin all favor a con- 
ference forthwith for the settlement of 
the Bulgarian difliculty. 

SoKiA, Sept, 24. — The Servian govern- 
ment has summoned all Surviiina who are 
now in Germany to return homo at once 
for military duty.

THE VITRIOL THKOWING 
CASE AT SAN FIIANCISCO. 

Particulars of a Horrible. luci- 

(Exclusive to The Coloniat.1 
Our dispatches received from San Fran- 
liaco at a late hour Thursday night briefly 
teferred to the burning with oil of vitriol 
rf one Martin Fuller by a girl named 
Aay Jackson, whom he had deceived. 
Filler is loan teller in the San Francisco 
Swings Union Bank. He has always 
bone an excellent character and moved 
in good society. Although the event 
tool place last Monday ovoning in a prr- 
minmt restaurant cm Pine street, tho af- 
fair vas kept so secret notning waa pub- 
licly tnown of it until it leaked out 
throujh the application made for tho ar- 
rest d May Jackson. The girl says 
Fuller hag syatemaiicaliy deceived^ her; 
that he told her ho had been divorced 
from ha wife, and promised to marry her, 
and treaed her before fi lends of both us 
his fiancie. It waa only when she saw ho 
had deteimined to rid himself I'f her that 
she conceved the scheme of diatiguring 
him for li'e. While ohattiiifi; over their 
dinner in ihe reaiauraiit, Miss Jackson 
Sudd' Illy itew fp. in her pocket a large 
mouthed bitile of oil of vitriol and with- 
out sayinu a word dashed it into Fuller's 
face. B.O rdled off hia chair on tho floor 
ua if he hid been nhot, writhing and 
groaniiijj in a^oiiy. Hia friends had him 
rt-miivod to hh rooms at the Occidemal 
hotel, while iMiaa Jackson waa allowed to 
quietly return to her home. When it 
became known that Fuller would lose 
the sight of one oye, and perhaps of 
both, and retain on hia face during his 
lifetime the scira made by the vitriol, one 
of his friends determined, with Fuller's 
consent, to have Mias Jackaoii arrested. 
The skin and fle.th on tho loft aide of Ful- 
ler's face aro oaten into by tho burning 
li'.iuid iti a frightful manner, and when 
sloughing sots in the destructinn of tho 
tissues will probably be so great as to 
,loave deep holes in tho fiesta. The victim 
is thirty- five years of age, of medium 
height and gentlemanly in appearance 
Miss Jackson ia a tall, handsoino doini- 
blonde, 20 years of ago, and lo modest in 
appearance that no one wojld suspect 
her of being capable of committing so 
horrible a crime. Her friendt have suc- 
ceeded in finding .bail in five thousand 
dollara. ' 

Sa.v Francihco, Sept. 25. — Iho case of 
May and Lizzie Jackson, chaiged with 
throwing vitriol in the face of Martin 
Fuller, came up for preliminary examina- 
tion. Owing to the inability of tho vic- 
tim to be present tho hearing was contin- 
ued for two weeks. The l»il of Mary 
was increased to $10,000 which was im- 
mediately "furnished. Dr. Clark stated in 
his testimony before tho court that he 
could not give it as a candid opinion that 
the wounds would result fatally; but a 
change for the worse might ,occur at any 
moment which would in all probability 
cause hia death. He said the victim 
would probably leao his eyesight eatirely, 
and that he would bo greatly dieligured 
for life. Dr. Grois testified that there 
waa no immediate danger; but that the 
crisis had not yet come, and till that time 
he would not aaj- positively what would 
be tho result. If the acid reaches tho 
jugular vein- death will be inevitable.
